KUWAIT. June 5 ( R I— The fore- 
ign j I lairs director of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
tPLO). Mr. Farouk kaddoumi. 
was quoted today as saying the 
PLO is ready to conduct a dialo- 
gue with the U.S. provided 
Washington recognises it as the 
sole and legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. 

In an interview with the Kuwaiti 
daily Al Rai Al Aam, Mr. Kad- 
doumi added that any talks bet- 
ween the PLO and the U.S. should 
also be public and at the highest 
level. 

The U.S. should also recognise 
the national rights of the Pales- 
tinian people, Mr. Kaddoumi told 
Al Rai A I Aam. 

Mr. Kaddoumi reiterated the 
PLO's rejection of the proposed 
Palestinian autonomy on the West 
Bank of Jordan and Gaza Stop 
and denounced the peace treaty ' 
between Egypt and Israel as a 
"surrender pact.” 

He said the Palestinian people 
would take decisive and firm 
action against anyone who sup- 
ported the autonomy plans.

TEHRAN. June 5 ■ Rv— Iraqi fighter planes strafed 
and bombed three Kurdish villages in Iran yes- 
terday, killing six people, the Iranian government 
claimed today. The official “Voice of the Islamic 
Republic” radio said Interior Minister Ahmad 
Sadr Seyed Javadi had lodged a formal protest 
with the Iraqi ambassador. 

Informed sources in the Kurdish city of Sanan- 
daj said the Iraqis were apparently chasing Kurd- 
ish rebels who had crossed the frontier. 

The governor general of West Azerbaijan Pro- 
vince, Mr. Mohammad Abbasi. told Reuters by 
telephone that four planes had attacked the villages 
of Gursheh and Sularhch. The interior ministry in 
Tehran confirmed the report and said a third vil- 
lage. Kainzar, was also hit. 

The attacks killed six people, injured four and 
caused damage estimated at 52H0.000. the ministry 
said. The ministry statement made no comment on 
the attack. 

Mr. Ahbasi told Reuters by telephone that the 
final death toll in the attack h as not know n but said 
! I houses hud bem damaged. 

Informed sources said that among a number of 


wounded was a member of the Patriotic Union of 
Kurdistan (Pl'Kl, led by Jalal Tatebani. This 
could not be immediately confirmed. 

Reports of the attack came at a time of border 
tension between Iran and Iraq in the southern 
Iranian province of K ho zest an. where autonomy- 
seeking Arabs last week clashed with local Persian 
militia. Both sides denied reports that they had 
concentrated troops on the border, but reporters 
were prevented from reaching the frontier in 
Khuzestan to make an independent check. 

The Kurdish border has long been a problem 
area for both Baghdad and Tehran and relations 
between the two countries were only normalised in 
1975 after the Shah agreed to drop his support for 
Kurdish sepu ratists on the 1 raqi side of I he border. 

The tense situation in Khuzestan last week gave 
rise to a spate of anti-Iraqi propaganda posters 
attacking Baghdad's Baath party leadership. 

The official “Voice of the Islamic Revolution** 
radio claimed that Iraqi helicopters had crossed 
the border in Khuzestan on reconnaissance flights 
and hud moved troops up to the border but this was 
denied in Baghdad. 


Khomeini raps writers, intellectuals 


TEHRAN. June 5 (R E-Iran’s 
unofficial head of state. Ayatollah 
Riihoiiah Khomeini, today 
threatened to crush writers and 
intellectuals w ho refused m accept 
the rule of Islam. 

The ?4-year-n!d religious 
leader interrupted a week's rest to 
address follower^ in the holy city 
of Qom on the anniversary of a 
1963 clerev-led mine auaint the 
Shah. 

Referring to his secular critics, 
he said: "I told the Shah 1 5 years 
ago that if he did not serve the 
people he would be kicked out. So 
I advise you to unite in favour of 
Islam." He said the 1963 rising 
and last February's revolution had 
been spearheaded hy workers, 
farmers and the poor. 

Today was declared a national 
holiday by Ayatollah Khomeini to 
commemorate the rising he 
launched by a public attack on the 
Shah's modernisation and land 
reform programmes. 

Ayatollah Khomeini’s speech 
appeared to be direct reply to a 
bitter attack by the centre-left 
National Democratic Front, which 
accused him of interfering in 
domestic and foreign affairs and of 
leading the country towards a 
theocracy. The frc>nr attacked 
government plans to scrap free 


elections to a constituent assem- 
bly. a move that has also been 
criticised by the leader of Iran's 
Turkish-speaking Azerbaijanis. 
Avatollah Kazcm Shariat Madnri. 


The Azerbaijani leader's Mus- 
lim People’s Republican Party 
today renewed its calls for con- 
stituent assembly elections to 
approve a new constitution. 


Hussein visits Annaba, pays 
respect to Algerian martyrs

LONDON. June 5 (R)~ The runners have been tuned to the 
minute, all preparations have been made for the descent of up to 
half a million people on Epsom Downs and now there is a nerve- 
racking count-down to Wednesday’s 200ib Epsora Derby for the 
owners and trainers involved. The jockeys have other things to 
think of in the interim— many of them w Hi be riding other horses in 
other races up to an hour before the Derby ‘off (1435 GMT J. But 
owners and trainers have time to let hopes and fears grip them. 

The prize is eriormous-not only a record purse of £153,980. 
but the addition of millions of pounds to the winner’s value for 
breeding purposes. And it all depends on a mile-and-a-haif gallop 
lasting less than 2- 1 ’: minutes over the horseshoe-shaped, turning, 
undulating Epsom course, where the classic was first run in 1 7S0. 
.AH around Britain, the betdng shops will open early tomorrow 
morning to accommodate the flood of onee-a-year backers who 
always have a flutter on the Derby. It is not merely a race, but a 


national institution. 


Run-of-the-mill victor? 


It would be appropriate if the 200ih Epsom Derby' were won by 
an obviously great colt in the stamp of Sea Bird. Mill Reef. 
Nijinsky or Sir Ivor, but pre-race indications are for a more 
run-of-the-mill victor. Racing experts' fancies cover a fairly wide 
spectrum, underlining the absence of any competitor who looks 
outstanding before the race. Two colts. T 2 p on Wood and Ire 
land's Dickens Hill, have already won Guineas classics ever one 
mile. Bui it takes a good horse to win a Guineas race against the 
mile specialists and then triumph over the extra half mile of the 
Derby against the cream of middle -distance opposition.

talks with China 


MOSCOW, June 5 (R)--The Soviet Union reported 
' today it had agreed to a Chinese call for talks on 
improving relations and proposed that delegations 
• from the two countries meet in Moscow during July 
or August. 


* The official Tass News Agency 
Said the Soviet suggestion was 
contained in a message handed to 
Chinese Charge d' Affaires Tian 
Zengpci in Moscow yesterday by 
Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

• The message, officially 
described as an aide memoire. was 
the fourth to pass between the two 
quarrelling Communist powers 
since April 3. when Peking first 
announced it was ready for 
negotiations aimed at normalising 
ties with Moscow. 

As reported by Tass and pub- 
lished in the Communist Party, 
daily Pravda. the message laid 
down no conditions that might 
give China reason to decline to 
enter talks. 


Southeast Asia and the Far Bast. 

If such an agreement were 
reached, the Soviet message said, 
it should he recorded in an 
appropriate document to be 
adopted by both sides. But the 
wording of the message did not 
suggest this was a pre-condition 
for the talks. 


The Soviet message, which the 
official report said the Chinese 
diplomat had promised to pass on 
immediately to his government, 
said the talks should he held at the 
level of deputy foreign ministers. 

The delivery of the message fol- 
lowed a statement issued last week 
by President and Communist 
Party chief Leonid Bre/hncs dec- 
laring that Moscow was ready “to 


approach seriously and posi- 
tively", the arranging of talks. 

In a pre-recorded television 
address broadcast during a visit to 
Hungary, the Kremlin chief said- 
the Soviet Union has often prop- 
nsed to China that they normalise 
relations “and put them on a 
course of good-neighbourliness." 

But. Mr, Brezhnev added in a 
clear reflection of Russians' fears 
that China might be aiming to 
drive a wedge between the Soviet 
Union and Vietnam. “This cannot 
be at the expense of the interests 
of third countries." 

If the Chinese side showed real 
good will, the Soviet Union would 
not lag behind, he said. 


Meanwhile, China is studying 
the Soviet proposal, an official 
Chinese spokesman said today. 
Asked for Peking's reaction to the 
Stnict proposal that talks open at 
the level or deputy foreign minis- 
ter. the spokesman said: “It is 
being studied." He was unable to 
say how long it would be before 
Peking replied.

Strikes, outbreaks of fighting 
paralyse Nicaraguan cities 
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MANAGUA. June. 5 
(R)— Fighting between leftist 
guerrillas and government forces 
was reported in several pans of 
Nicaragua today as workers 
responded to a rebel call for a 
nationwide strike with stoppages 
that .paralysed the country's main 
cities. 

The Sandinist guerrillas 
launched an offensive last week in 
the south of the Central American 
state aimed at overthrowing 
Nicaragua's right-wing President 
Anastasio Somnza. The guerrillas 
called for a general strike to back 
their offensive. 

• Almost all shops and markets 
were closed in Managua yesterday 
and buses and taxis stayed off the 
streets. 

But Managuan businessmen 
who last year staged two strikes to 
try to bring down President Sont- 
oza did not issue any eall this time 
to support the Sandinist offensive. 

■ Fighting broke out in several 
Managua suburbs and there were 
plashes in Leon. Nicaragua's 
second-largest city. 

• In Chichigalpa 120 kilometres 
northwest of Managua, national 
guard officials said guerrillas were 
holding out in the city's hospital. 
t , But eyewitnesses who arrived in 
Managua from the town said the 
guerrillas controlled Chichigalpa, 
k and national guard rein- 
forcements were being sent there. 

, Official reports said national 
guardsmen overran several guer- 
rilla positions in Matagalpa. 125 
kilometres from Managua, killing 


nine insurgents and capturing a 
large quantity *.f ammunition. 

President Somom. who has 
appealed to workers not to Mrike. 
says the latest guerrilla offensive b 
bigger than one last September 
when a general uprising w;o 
crushed by the national guard, the 
equivalent nf the army in Nicara- 
gua. 

Flights from the I londuran cap- 
ital of Tegucigalpa to Nicaragua 
were conceited yesterday because 
of the fighting, a Honduran Air- 
line spokesman said. 


In Panama City a broadcast by 
the Sandinist underground radio 
Sandino warned foreign airlines 
against touching down at Man- 
agua's international airport. 

The broadcast said the San- 
dinists considered the airport a 
war /one and it could not guaran- 
tee the safety of foreign planes. 

In Panama City, seven Nicara- 
guan students peacefully look 
over the offices of the Organ- 
isation of American States to 
express their support for the gen- 
eral strike in Nicaragua.

The Communist losses in the 
election probably weakened the 
party's position if it w ants to insist 
on this demand in the power bar- 
gaining expected in the coming 
weeks. 

The Socialists, as usual, found 
themselves in a pivotal role, but 
the faction-ridden party's final 
direction remained unclear. "We 


enter the new parliament in a 
determining position.” party sec- 
retary Bettino Craxi said.

June 5 
(RF-Shaken by the humiliating 
resignation of President John 
Vorstcr in South Africa's “slush 
funds'", scandal, the government 
tomorrow faces a crucial test of it* 
public standing in u parliamentary 
by-election. 

Ironically, the by-election at 
nearby Rundfontcin has been 
forced by the resignation of one o f 
the principal figures in the scan- 
dal. former cabinet minister Con- 
nie Mulder. 

The government had hoped to 
delay the release of the latest offi- 
cial report on the scandal until 
after tomorrow's poll. 

But yesterday's publication of 
the report, and its condemnation 
of Mr. Vorster for covering up the 
scandal, will give the public a 
chance to express i Is feelings 
about the affair. 


Canada’s new premier, cabinet begin work 


OTTAWA. June 5 lR)-Joe 
•Clark, the yuungeM prime minis- 
ter Canada has ever had. today 
celebrates his fortieth birthday by 
sianine work with his new cabinet 
on national problems that » if ten 
defied the skills o! his predecessor 
Pierre Trudeau. 

Mr. Clark and his ’^-strong 
cabinet, sworn in yesterday fol- 
lowing their Progressive Con- 
servative Party’s victory in the 
May 22 general election, face dif- 
ficult decisions in two main areas: 
the economy and Quebec separat- 
ism. 

Any day now. the separatist 
government of Premier Rene 
Levesque running the largely 
French-speaking province will 
announce a timetable for a 
referendum on its plans tu secede 
from Canada. 

Mr. Clark, an Enelish- 


Canadian whose party-following 
in Quebec is minimal, has to 
decide how best to persuade 
Quebecers they arc better off stay- 
ing in Canada, even though they 
may think it dominated politically 
and economically by Engiish- 
speakers. 

Clark took the unusual step of 
naming two Quebecers to his 
cabinet from outside the elected 
House of Commons and promised 
to recruit more. 

At present the Conservative 
Party has only members of Par- 
liament from Quebec. Both were 
also given cabinet jobs. 

Mr. Clark, like Mr. Trudeau 
before him. has rejected the 
Quebec Government plan for 
"sovereignty-association"— the 


name given to the form of aut- 
onomy sought by the separatists. 

But he has pledged unspecified 
measures to guarantee Quebecers 
their cultural identity, hoping to 
undercut the more radical stand of 
Mr. Levesque and his Parti 
Quebecois. 

He has also pledged a con- 
ciliatory approach to soothe 
frayed tempers in other provincial 
governments that were often at 
loggerheads with Mr. Trudeau, 
and thus ease the strains threaten- 
ing the 112-year-old con- 
federation. 

On the economic front. Mr. 
Clark faces a difficult task in 
deciding how quickly and 
thoroughly to carry out his cam- 
paign promises. 


Mr. Clark has promised 
economic reform, reduced public 
spending and cuts in the ranks of 
civil sen ants. 

But Finance Minister John 
Crosbie will not introduce his first 
budget until parliament is recalled 
in late September or early 
October. 

Some experts argue that the 
economy must be stimulated ear- 
lier to offset the effects on Canada 
of an increasingly probable reces- 
sion in the Lhiited States. 

Others argue that any economic 
stimulus, early or late, will simply 
fuel inflation, already running at 
9.8 per cent, and bring fresh pres- 
sure on the Canadian dollar which 
is showing renewed weakness 
after recent poor trade figures. 


Mr. Vorstcr' s resignation, 
announced in parliament yes- 
terday by Premier Pieter Botha, 
came after months of innuendo 
about his role in the secret 
activities of the now-disbanded 
Information Department. 

The department had already 
Iven charged in previous official 
reports of inquiry uith misusing' 
millions of dollars in public funds . 
on projects aimed at improving 
South Africa's image at home and 
abroad. 

The judicial investigation 
headed by Judge Rudolf Erasmus, 
which had been examining rhe 
scandal since last November, said 
m its latest report that it was 
amending earlier findings which 
had cleared Mr. Vorster of blame. 

It said that by covering up the 
misappropriation of funds. Mr. 
Vorstcr had to share responsibility 
for the irregular actions of Dr. 
Mulder, who was ousted from the 
cabinet, parliament and the ruling 
National Party over the scandal." 

Soon after Mr. Vorster s res- 
ignation. the president of the 
South African Senate. Marais Vif- 
joen. was sworn in as acting pres- 
ident. 

The latest Erasmus report 
uncovered a web of intrigue in 
high places which comes close to 
rivalling America's Watergate' 
scandal in magnitude. 

It was particularly harsh on the 
witnesses it had interviewed at ail 
levels in the Information Depart- 
ment. 

"The biggest problem the 
commission had in its inves- 
tigations was the tendency of wit- 
nesses to cover up and to spin a 
web over unpalatable facts." the 
report said.

KATMANDU — A month of vio- 
lent student unrest has underlined 
how uneasy lies the royal crown in 
the ostensibly tranquil land of 
Shcrpas. Everest, hippiesand exo- 
tic temple*. 

The threat to King Bircndra has 
emerged as the disillusioned 
young and frustrated members of 
the outlawed Nepali Congress 
Parly in the southern border areas 
turn to the radical communist 
Naxalitcs from India. 

What is the core of the unrest in 
this tiny land-locked kingdom — 
the world's only Hindu monar- 
chy? 

The process of democratisation 
seems to have reached a dead end 
with the recent execution of two 
political activists of the Nepali 
Congress Party, Captain Yagya 
Bahadur Thapa and Narain 
Sureshta. These executions have 
added to the undercurrent of dis- 
content that is spreading through- 
out Nepal. The incidence of vio- 
lence has risen sharply in the rural 
areas and thousands of students 
and peasants are arrested eveiy 
year. 

According to a recent estimate 
by Amnesty International, about 
3.000 political activists are lan- 
guishing in Nepali jails. 

Centre stage in the political 
turmoil i* occupied by 63 -year-old 
former Nepalese prime minister, 
B.P. Koirala. 


Duly elected as the first and the 
only prime minister of Nepal in 
1959, he w’as dismissed a year 
later by the late King Mohindera, 
father of the present King, put in 
jail and his Nepali Congress 
Party hanned. Although no reason 
was given for this sudden action, it 
is said that the king saw a danger 
to his position and the erosion of 
his authority. 

After eight years of impris- 
onment. Mr. Koirala was released. 
He moved to India and spent the 
next eight years in self-exile trying 
to influence events in Nepal from 
Varanasi. In December 1976 he 
returned to Nepal to be immedi- 
ately arrested. 

A special tribunal was 
appointed to try Mr. Koirala on 
seven charges of treason and sed- 
ition. So far he has been acquitted 
on five charges. 

Mr. Koirala says the executions 
have added a “grim dimension” to 
his case, but says his party is con- 
tinuing to try to reach some kind 
of agreement with the monarch. 

Democratisation of the country 
became a possibility when the 
King ordered the release of hun- 
dreds of activists of the NCP last 
year. But political observers say 
this was a move to win them over 
to his Partyless Panchayal System 
IPPS), rather than an indication of 
a shift towards political change.
